The  aim  of  the  Technical  Dep't.  is  to  prepare 
students  for  future  employment  in  the  technological 
field  or  to  qualify  them  for  University  admittance. 

In  Grades  9  and  10,  students  learn  basic 
industrial  skills  such  as  Drafting,  Auto  Mechanics,  and 
Electricity.  In  Ms  third  year,  a  student  majors  in  a 
specific  field.  A  wide  range  of  subjects  is  offered: 
Industrial  Chemistry,  Mechanical  Technology,  Elec- 
trical Technology,  Metal  Trades,  Woodwork,  Welding, 
and  Auto  Mechanics.  Since  specialization  is  empha- 
sized, a  student  should  have  a  B  average  in  his  major 
and  an  interest  in  mathematics  and  science. 

For  students  who  are  interested  in  shops,  but 
do  not  wish  to  specialize  in  this  area,  an  Optical 
Technology  course  is  offered,  Experience  is  not 
essential.

It  was  heralded  in  this 
newspaper  as  "the  greatest 
event  in  the  history  of  Sarnia". 

Us  mdtfo  was  Thus  Man 
Rises  to  the  Stars  and  yet  it 
,  would  be  years  before  man  ever 
pointed  his  metalic  nose  -  cone 
and  revved  up  his  after  -  bur- 
ners for  a  trip  into  the  heavens. 

It  was  50  years  ago,  1922.  The 
year  of  the  flapper,  the 
Charlston,  the  black  bottom  and 
the  varsity  rag. 

STEP  FORWARD 

The  world  was  washing  the 
mud  from  the  trenches  off  its 
boots  and  resting  sound  in  the 
knowledge  it  had  fought  the 
groat  war  to  end  all  wars. 

In  Sarnia  they  were  pulling 
down  an  old  carnage  maker's 
shed  on  Wellington  St. 

It  was  a  year  of  growth  for 
the  city  mrl  the  biggest  step 
forward  of  all.  as  far  as  the 
citizens  were  concerned.  wa«  the 
official  opening  of  Sarnia 
Technical  booi. 

The  2$  teachers  who  made  in 
the  staff  of  the  city's  first  full- 
time  secoildaty  school  were 
on  hand  to  cheer  as  the  ribbon 
wa<?  cut. 

The  student  yearbook  outlined 
t  h  e  nrof-cHings  on  that 
memorable  day  in  these  words: 

'The  official  opening  of  the 
Sarnia  Collegiate  Institute  and 
Technical  School  placed  this  city 
amonsz  the  foremost  educational 
centre*  of  Ontario. 

On  'hat  day  the  students  were 
presented  wTith  a  gift  of 
inestimable  value  in  which  thev 
are  given  an  opportunity  of 
gaining  krowlede'e  in  every 
phn^e  of  education. 

Although  the  pupHs  have  been 
in  attendance  since  Sept  «  the 
new  collegiate  was  not  officially 
opened  tUttil  Friday.  Oct.  27  and 
a  very  enjoyable  program  was 
arranged  for  both  afternoon  and 
evening.  The  pupils  were 
requested  to  attend  the  af- 
ternoon program  as  the 
eveninc  was  reserved  for  the 
citizens.  About  700  students  were 
present  and  as  many  outsiders 
as  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
auditorium  would  permit. 

The    first    number    on  th 
program  wras  a  selection  by  the 
school     orchestra.

The  formal  opening  address 
was  given  by  Rev.  Hall 
(chairman  of  the  Sarnia  Board 
of  Education  in  1922)  rn  which 
he  presented  the  students  with 
the  gift,  from  the  board  —  the 
Samia  Collegiate  Institute  and 
Technical  School. 

An  appreciation  %  R.  Charles 
Brown,  representing  the  student 
body  was  very  creditablv  given 
and  we  feel  the  opinions  of 
every  student  were  voiced  in  his 
speech. 

Miss  Winnifred  Bell  rendered 
a  well-recieved  vocal  solo  My 
Dear  wSoul  which  was  followed 
by  an  instructive  address  by  F 
W.  Merchant.  director  of 
technical  education  'for  the 
board  >.

It  was  at  this  school  that  the  first  yearbooks 
were  published  and  their  form  was  quite  un- 
like the  present  publication.
